of Old Glory stood first. 

Had the visiting thousands been asked to give utterance to the 
thought uppermost in their minds, they would no doubt have all 
subscribed to the sentiments expressed by Daniel Webster in his 
ech of dedication of the Bunker Hill Monument: 

“Cur principal business is improvement. Let our age be the 
ave of improvement. In a day of peace let us advance the arts 
of peace and the works of peace. Let us develop the resources of 
our land, call forth its powers, build up its institutions, and promote 
its great interests. Let our object be, our country, our 


whole country, and nothing but our country.”’ 
N seems as if to make the world beautiful had become the 
world’s chief concern. In England it is not enough that 
Lord Newton should have laid the billboard nuisance before Parlia- 
ment, but the Royal Academy is urging the Government to form a 
commission of fine arts to take charge of urban and rural amenities. 
In America almost every town is considering its own amenities for 
itself—Washington laboring for the carrying out of the plans made 
for it 150 years ago; New York busy with even such details as news 
stands, designing new booths to surpass the Paris kiosques in decor- 
ative value; Philadelphia completing its Parkway with an art 
gallery for its Parthenon; and so the list might be gone through. 
Civie beauty has become an obsession, and nobody ean regret it. 
The more it is talked about, the more chance there is of people 
waking up to the necessity of creating it. ‘And the beautiful town 
will wive the citizen greater self-confidence. 

But in the zeal for the beauty that is to be, the tendency 
negleet the beauty that is. The newspapers are also full of the mis- 
doings of vandals who despoil the trees of their branehes in city 
parks and squares, pick the flowers ruthlessly, trample down the 
turf. In the country, fruit trees are robbed of their blossoms, 
hedges stripped, wild flowers in the fields exchanged for a crop 
of paper bags and tin cans. The authorities, who talk glibly of 
new schemes and.plans, allow beautiful old houses to be destroyed, 
look on unmoved at the desecration of historic landmarks, counten- 
‘ad of billboards, and never see the litter in the streets. 
A woman may clothe herself in velvet and satin, and yet she will 
not be well dressed if her sleeves are out at the elbows and her 
skirt frayed at the hem. And in like manner, a town may build 
palaces and towers, and yet not be beautiful if it covers their walls 
with advertisements and strews garbage at their doors. 

To educate the public to an appreciation of beauty will need 
To chastise the publie for its offenses against beauty might 
hasten matters. In certain parts of Germany, where cherry trees by 
the wayside belong to the commune, a heavy fine is imposed on 
anyone caught stealing the cherres, and they are seldom stolen. A 
licht fine might save American trees from the vandal and clear 
American streets of garbage; a light tax might lessen the number of 
billboards; and thus would the way be prepared for the beauty that

‘The first {ts 
of mirror lacquer, and the silk shade 
has deep fringe and a trimming of 
rolled velvet for decoration, The 
other table lamp is Oriental ag to 
base-——its cherry blossoms typleal of 
the Land of the Rising Sun. Its shade 
is & bit unusual, for itt departs from 
the usual fashion and has simulated 
drapes of the pleated material, edged 
with braid, the points ending In a 
braided ornament. ‘The top {a fin« 
Ished with a ruching of the material, 
and altogether {t is an unusually 
lovely and effective lamp. 

The smaller lamps are typical of 
the bedroom or boudoir lamp, usually 
more dainty In color and design than 
the larger living room lamp. They 
are designed to fit into the general 
color scheme of bedroom furnishings, 
occupying a place of prominence on 
night stand or dressing table. Truly 
indicative of what designers have

The rental of a room of a dormitory, 
including two cots and mattresses, for 24 
hours from 12 noon to the following noon, 
or fraction of such time shall be $1.50. 

No charge shall be made for picnic 
parties at any of the reservoirs.

Handsome New Church 


With the issuance Saturday 
morning by City Building In- 
spector O. S. Roen of a permit 
to build to the Catholic Bishop 
of Los Angeles and Monterey, 
work was under way today on;

Tobacco smoking ban over the San | 
Bernardino County Mountains and | 
the forest reserves is being seriously 
considered by forest reserve super- 
visors as a result of the recent 
Lytle Canyon blaze and other fires 
of the last few weeks. 

Extreme carelessness and_= gross 
negligence. of smokers, especially 
smoking motorists, in the forests are 
blamed for the early summer blazes. 

Forest reserve supervisors, through 
their police powers, have ample au- 
thority to bar smoking from forests 
as well as to enforce even more dras- 
tic measures in an effort to prevent 
destructive conflagrations, according 
to a warning being circulated by the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Motorists are urged by the 
club to be more careful with their 
burning tobacco. 

Probe of Cause of Fire Starts 

Rigid investigation of early sum- 
mer forest fires in this section of 
the state has revealed the cause of 
many of them to have been cigar- 
ettes discarded by motorists, the 
motor organization report says. Sta- 
tistics show that summer months, 
June, July and August especially, 
comprise the season when forest fires 
break out in greatest number. 

If, with a smoking ban sjn effect, 
forest fires increase, more drastic 
means, such as barring motorists, 
hikers and picnickers from the for- 
est reserves, might be taken, says 
the report. 

The fire in Lytle Canyon, accord- 
ing to Supervisor Charlton of the 
Angeles forest reserve, was undoubt- 
edly caused by a careless smoker. 
The report showed that it cost $2,000 
to extinguish the blaze, and that the 
value of the timber destroyed would 
exceed that amount. ” Great damage 
was done to the watershed of the 
San Bernardino, Rialto anil Fontana 
districts.

Possible shift in the attorneys de- 
fending F. E. Alford by which Paul 


W. Schenk, one of the most noted 
attorneys of California, will direct 
the defense of the convicted ex-city 
manager in the trial in which he 
and John E. Huling are jointly charg- 
ed with a conspiracy to defraud, was 
admitted by Alford yesterday. 

Attorney Schenk and Alford were 
in conference for more than an hour 
at the county jail yesterday. 

“It is probable that I will retain 
‘Mr. Schenk,” Alford said. “Mr. 
Schenk has been retained in another 
criminal case, but he believes it will 
be possible to continue the other 
case and represent me in the trial 
beginning June 21.” 

Identity of Counsel Not Announced 

Asked if the retaining of Attorney 
Schenk would mean the retiring of 
Attorneys John L. Richardson, Ray- 
mond B. Hodge and Archie D. Mit- 
chell, who represented Alford in his 
first trial, in which he was convict- 
ed, Alford was non-commital. 

“I cannot answer that question at 
this time,” he said. Nor did Alford 
say that Both Attorneys Richardson 
and Schenk, both among the most 
prominent criminal lawyers in the 
state, would be associated in his de- 
fense. 

Mr. Richardson is directing Al. 
ford’s appeal of the jury’s verdict in 
the first trial and has been in con- 
ference with Alford frequently dur- 
ing the past week, apparently pre- 
paring his dofense on the conspiracy 
indictment. Attorney Hodge has also 
been in the jail frequently to discuss 
various phases of the defense with 
the convicted man, officers said. 

Schenk Famous Criminal Lawyer 

Attorney Schenk is famous as a 
criminal lawyer. He defended 
Arthur C. Burch, accused jointly 
with Madalynne Obenchain of the 
murder of J. Belton Kennedy, and 
Lieutenant Louis Jacobs, the accus- 
ed slayer of Fritzie Mann, dancer, 
at San Diego, and appeared as the 
defense counsel in a number of other 
noted cases.

MEET AT YOSEMITE

Elected for the twenty-first consec- 
utive term as president of the Cali- 
fornia Press Associatiom at a busi- 
ness meeting held Thursday evening 
in Yosemite Park, Governor Friend 
William Richardson was given an 
ovation seldom equalled in the an- 
nals of newspaper history. Coming 
unostentatiously to the convention as 
the head of the organization, the gov- 
ernor spent the entire week fraterniz- 
ing with his comrades as “one of the 
boys,” and there was no effort either 
to capitalize his high position or to 
pose as other than “Friend” to Jim 
and Joe and Jack and Bill. Probably 
nowhere is there a more democratic 
organization than the editorial asso- 
ciation, for partisanship is forgotten 
and social and personal superiority 
decried. 

The re-election of Governor Rich- 
ardson was unanimous, and no other 
candidate was considered for the po- 
sition. It is a remarkable tribute of 
genuine affection and appreciation 
that both the nominating and second- 
ing addresses were made by Demo- 
cratic editors, and it is a matter of 
history that out of the hundred or 
more Democratic papers in California 
all but two or three supported Rich- 
ardson with whole-hearted enthusiasm 
in the campaign for governor last 
year. 

In all the world there is but one 
Yosemite. For natural beauty and 
for height and massiveness of sheer 
rocks and hills, it is unequalled. 
Lofty cliffs, romantic vistas, water- 
falls of extraordinary height, and the 
green and gray of the valley floor 
all combine to charm the eye and de- 
light the imagination. Here indeed is 
food for the fundamentalist to con- 
struct in his mind’s eye a vision of 
the work of the ages, for once the 
Merced flowed at the level of the can- 
yon top, and the maddened waters, 
enormous in the thousands of years 
agone, rushing swiftly down a steep- 
pitched course, gradually scraped out 
this beautiful canyon with its tools 
of rock and sand. And, as the water 
eut the valley, it left the tributary 
streams sloping ever more sharply 
from their levels until eventually 
they poured over the brinks as giant 
waterfalls. Geologists have deter- 
mined by unerring fact that the river 
did by far the most of the work, and 
that the great glacier which followed 
the water ages afterwards did little 
more than square its corners and 
steepen its cliffs. During the un- 
countable years since the glaciers 
vanished, erosion has again used its 
wonder chisel. With the lessening of 
the Merced’s volume the effect was 
no longer to deepen the channel but 
to amazingly carve and decorate the 
walls. 

Running down the sides of the 
sheer hills are eight or ten marvel- 
ous waterfalls, from 500 to 1,000 feet 
above the floor of the valley. Yo- 
semite Falls, for instance, drop 1,430 
feet in one sheer fall, a height equal 
to nine Niagaras piles one on top of 


the other. The lower Yosemite 
Falls, immediately below, has a drop 
of 320 feet, or two Niagaras more. 
Vernal Falls has the same _ height, 
while TIllilouette Falls is 50 feet 
higher. Nevada Falls drops 594 feet 
sheer; the celebrated Bridal Veil 
Falls 620 feet, while the Ribbon 
Falls, highest of all, drops 1,612 feet 
sheer, a_ straight fall nearly ten 
times as great as Niagara. No-

Rocks rise 2,591 feet vertically from 
the valley; El Capitan, king of rocks. 
three times the size of Gibraltar, 
3.604 feet; Sentinel Dome, 4,157 
feet: Half Dome, 4.892 feet; Cloud's 
Rest, 5,964 feet.
